Washington, March 9.— In a spirit of 
patriotiBm, with eloquent \Yor(ls ring- 
iog In their ean, every member of tbe 
hooM of representatlTet reaponded to 
th* prealdenfs flrat call to nipet tho 
Bpanls!} bituution by casUng his vote 
for a bill placing in I'lt.^idfnt M< Kiti- 
ley's hands 150,000,000, to be expended 
at hia discretion for the national de- 
fense. 

Party lines were swept away, ami 
with a unanimous voice congri'Bs votcil 
its confidence in tbe administration. 
Many membera who w«re paired with 
absent coll» aj;'!' " took the rrsponaibil- 
Ity of breakiiis flifir p;.irs (an unprec- 
edented- lliins ill l"i;iiilat.ivp annals) in 
order that they might go ou record iu 
support of this vast appropriation to 
maintain tbe dignity and honor of their 
country. 

Spcalcer Reed, who, ;;3 pit .dding ofTi- 
cer, seldom votes, only in case of a tie, 
had his name called and voted in his 
capacity as a representative. The acene 
of enthusiasm which greeted the an- 
nouncement of the vote — yeas, 311; 
nays, none — has seldom been paralleled 
In the house. 

All day long the galleries were 
Jammed with enthusiastic spectators 
applauding to the echo the sterling pa- 
triotism of the words of eloquence 
which were uttered by the members on 
the floor. All the speeches were brief. 

GBBAT WAS THV PnBMURB. 

Although four hours were allowed for 
debate, so great was the pressure for 
time that no one member was given 
more than five minutea, and most of 
them had to content themaelves with a 
beggarly fraction of a minute. In all. 
69 speeches were made. 

With one acclaim membera from the 
north and the south, the east and the 
west, the states and the territoriea, bat- 
tle-scarred veterans of the Union and 
the Confederate armies, all Joined In 
proclaiming their support of the coun- 
try's chief magistrate in the face of a 
post jle foreign w»r. 

General Grosvenor of Ohio said that 
if war did not come the $50,000,000 ap- 
propriated by this 1)111 would be wisely 
expended if it only served to show the 
world that when threatened from with- 
out the hearts, of the American people 
beat as one. 

In the whole debate there was only 
a slight discordant note, caused by the 
speech of Oeneral Bingham of Pennsyl- 
Tanla, a gallant aoldier who served 
with distinction under Hancock. He 
spoke too conservatively for the arous- 
ed temper of the house, and when ho 
Insisted that our relations with Spain 
were aa friendly aa they had been for 
years many of the members hissed him. 

Whilo almost every member whf) 
spoke deprecated the possibility of war, 
a wide divergence of opinion as to how 
. dose were hostilities manifested itself 
In the debate. The general contention 
by the majority, among them the lead- 
ers on both sides, was that this appro- 
priation, by preparing for war, would 
prove the surest guarat^tce of peaoe^ 

In the Senate. 
Washingt(jn, March i).— The session 
of tbe senate was largely devoted to 
the consideration of the District of Co- 
lumbia appropriation bill. After an ex- 
tended discussion the bill, containing 
a provision for the reduction of abDiii 
one-halt of the preaeui rates of tele- 
phone charges In the district, was 
paased. 

A bill to authorize the relocation and 
rebuilding of a pontoon bridge across 
tho Mississippi river at I'rairie du 
Chlen, Wis., was passed. 

The bill for the relief of the Method- 
ist church south of Tennessee, appro- 
priating $288,000, was paaaed after a 
brief debate. 

At 4:50 p. m. a meiaage was received 
from the house conveylnf to the senate 
he bill appropriattng |60,18S.0OO for 
uHtonal d^enie, Just passed by the 
bouse. 

The bill was laid before the senate, 
and, on motion of Mr. Allison of Iowa, 
referrM to the committee on appropri- 
ations.

GONE TO THE JUBt 

■as the Case af Sharlif MaMl% Cbatgsd 

With Murder. 

WUltosbarre, Pa., March 9.— It was 
after 4 o'cloclc when the arguments in 
the Sheriff Martin trial closed. Judge 
Woodword Ithmediately began his 

charge to the Jury. 

After defining the various degrees of 
murder, his honor took up tbe question 
whether or not such conditions of dis- 
order existed in the region prior to 
September 10, the date ofthe shootlnga, 
BS to Justify the sheriffs action in call- 
ing out the posse comltatus. 

In this connection he discussed the 
nature of the office of sheriff, his pow- 
ers and dtttles, allying: 

To disobey the summons of the sher- 
iff is to be guilty of a misdemeanor, 
and shall subject the offender to the 
punishment of fine and imprisonment. 

There Is no law, either by statutory 
enactment, or by any decision of our 
rourts, to prevent laboring men from 
stopping work and going upon a 
strike whenevei-. in their opinion, it 
is for their interest so t.o do. 

Nor is theie any law which makes 
It fi conspiracy for workiugmeu, in any 
department of human industry, to 
combine together and by mutual 
agreement to refuse employment until 
there has been brought about a satla- 
fa( tory adjustment with their employ- 
ers and themselves upon the points at 
issue. 

The liberty of contract Is not to bo 
Infringed either by the employed or 
by the employer. As the employer has 
no right to compel a man to work who 
does not wish to work, so also Is it 
true that the employe lias no right to 
compel his fellow workman to quit 
work If he wislie;; to work. 

And the compulsion denounced by 
the law Is not alone that which con- 
sists iu actual physical force applied 
by one set of men upon another. It 
may consist in a course of action tend- 
ing to overawe, or frighten, or stam- 
pede a body of men who are anxious 
to work, as well as in laying a violent 
hand upon tbe individual workmen 
and forcing them by main atrength to 
abandon their employment and unite 
in a strike. 

It is certainly true that both at West 
Hazleton and at Lattlmer the great 
body of the strikers failed to obey the 
sheriff when he ordereu them to dis- 
perse, and insisted on pushing on. Nor 
can It be doubted that the sheriff had 
the right, in the exercise of the dis- 
cretion vested in him by the law, to 
issue the order. 

And if It was the right of the sheriff 
to command the crowd to disperse, 
then it waa the duty of the crowd to 
obey his command. The right to give 
the order implies the duty of obedience 
to the order, and disobedience of it is 
evidence of a riotous purixise. 

If I push on when the sheriff orders 
me to stop 1 do so at my peril. Of 
course this obligation of obedience to 
the author. ty of the peace officer of 
the county Is not confined to laboring 
men. It extends to and embraces all 
the Inhab. ants of the county, rich or 
poor, high and low. 

If you are satisfied, gentlemen, from 
the evidence, that the purpose of the 
sheriff and of the posse was to pre- 
serve order and prevent riot, then it 
would follOTv that their intent and ob- 
ject was not a criminal or unlawful 
one, and the rule of tbe law which 
makes the act of one the act of p'l 
has no application to the facts (tf this 
case. 

If. on the contrary, you arc lonvinc- 
ed by the e •i(|('n< <' that the sheriff was 
not a( tu;itcd by a dcsiro and intention 
to preserve the peace, but that he 
summoned bis posse with the idea of 
inflicting upon the l)c ly of incn, 
known In the casi- as striker'*, want n 
ard unnecessary outrage and injury, 
without reference to their action an<l 
conduct — if, in short, his purpose w; ^ 
a base, malicious and wicked one — 
then, so far as be was concerned, and 
so far aa the deputies were concerned, 
if they understood his motive and act- 
ed with the same intent, the fact of a 
criminal pnd unlawful combination 
wotild be established, and then all the 
defendants might be conviitcd. al- 
thoti;;b the shot which took the life 
of Lho deceased was fired by a slng > 
one of the defendants. 

The act of one wcjuld, in that event, 
be the act of all. If under all the evi- 
dence iu thb case you are not satisfled 
beyond a reasonable doubt that th ^ 
sheriff and his posse were impel k i 
by a criminal br unlawful purp(>se. 
then the doctrine of the law which the 
commonwealth invokea. that where 
there are many defen ants the crim- 
inal act of one of them is under < er- 
taln circumstances to be regarded aa 
the criminal act of all, has no place In 
thla case.

mored cruiser BrooKlyn, starte.l ..way 
from La Uuayra, under oruers iroiu ii,< 
navy department, directly for Uauip 
ton roada. 

She baa t>een making aflylngcrulse in 
the West Indies ,in(t around the eastern 
end uf Cuba, and ii was the original In- 
tention to have her go to Colon, on tiie 
isthmus, and thence to work uortii- 
ward along the eastern coast of Central 
America. 

The sending of the ship to ll;;n)pton 
roads instead of returning her to l\ey 
West, whence she came, is taken as an 
evidence of a change of policy on the 
part of the naval strategists, who have 
come to the conclusion that the gath- 
ering of the most and best of the ves- 
sels of tbe North Atlantic squadron at 
Key Weet is putUng too many of our 
eggs in one basket and unduly exposing 
the eastern coast. 

There has alsobcentalkof organizing; 
a flying squadron composed altogeth- 
er of fleet erulaers— four in number— 
and having them ready to go to sea at 
a moment's notice in pursuit of an ene- 
my's ships, relying upon the big battle- 
ships for tbe sole guard. This, how- 
ever, has not been decided upon. 

A proposition that received Instant 
attention, and Is expected to be ap- 
prt)ved in the end. has come to the navy 
department. This was to turn over to 
the navy department 10 of the best 
boats In the lighthouse service. 

These boats are from 800 to 400 tons 
burden, good sea boats, manned by offi- 
cers thoroughly familiar witli evi ry in- 
dentation of the Atlantic coast, and ca- 
pable of being easily transformed into 
efficient gunboats. The Mangrove Is a 
vessel of this character, a«w, stanch 
and speedy. 

It Is proposed to place a 6-lnch ride 
on a pivot mount on each vessel for- 
ward and to place a light armor around 
the hollers and machinery to protect 
them from small-arms fire at least. 

The attention of the department has 
also been cs'led to the feasibility of re- 
cruiting the naval list from the revenue 
marine cutters.

"A MEDICAL TRUST." 
The Conrier>Journal publishes a strong 
and sngtieetive article in regard to there 
Cent passav'c nf an anti quacktry bill 
through the Kentucky Legislature, and 
refert at aomo length to a diacnseion be- 
fore the Health Cuniiiiittce of the Massa 
chnsetts Oeneral Assetahly, in which a 
•imilar, tnd nearly contemporaneous, 
measure was chatacferi/.ed l.y William 
Lloyd (Jarrison as ' an attempt to secure 
a iiionopoly of treaiiny; disease." Profes- 
sor James, of Harvard College, ar);ued be- 
fore the same committee that the passage 
of sucha bill would tranunel theprogresa 
of medical science, and that the lawa of 
the Commonwealth should not be made 
the instrument of sucli a work. 

''There ia force in the arguments of 
these eminent Rentlemen," aaya the 
Courier-Journal, "but wb«re aball we 
draw the line'.'" 

A few years ago, the homeopathists, it 
says, would have been exiluded from 
p-actice by the same measure that ex- 
cludes the osteopathiata to-day. But, 
strangely enough, it appears that 'the 
bomeopathista are to-day co-operating 
with tli.3 other schools of medicine in 
lavor of restrictive legislation." Doea 
this mean that the homeopathists have 
now more "science," or. simply, a little 
better "pull'.'"

And, strange to say, all this pseudo- 
philanthropic reiormatory legislation is
